Kill Bill Part 1 contains a feature previously examined and classified as a 35mm film by 
the Film and Literature Board of Review. The film was classified "Objectionable except 
if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
18 years", with the descriptive note "Contains graphic violence and offensive 
language". This decision was registered on 3 March 2004. 

The DVD version contains additional material including notices, a music video, two 
trailers and a behind-the-scenes documentary. Some of these components present 
acts of violence and cruelty to the same degree as that in the feature. These 
presentations do not affect the level of likely injury to the public good. Therefore the 
DVD does not require a different classification to that given to the film previously 
classified. 
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
